RELICS REVEAL A TRAGEDY 


Supposed 
Remains 
of 
Young 
Rau 


Found in Cave Hills. 


Dickinson, N. D., Oct. 29.— The dis 
covery of human bones and what ap­ 
pear to be the bones of a horse and 
parts of a saddle in the Cave Hills 
country, 150 miles south of Dickinson, 
leads to the belief that they are all 
that remain of Patrick Rau and his 
horse, lost in the three days' snow 
storm ot March, 1894. 


The companion of Rau, Fid Cran­ 
ford, was found in May of the same 
year by a searching party. 
The bones 
just discovered were under a cut bank 
within a few miles of where the re 
mains of Cranford were found two 
months after he had perished. 
When the boys set out from Dick­ 
inson the weather was fine and they 
rode sixty miles the first day to the 
Little Missouri Horse county ranch 
The next morning they left to make 
a neighboring ranch fifty miles away 
The storm came up in the evening and 
it is supposed they were late and lost 
their way in the blinding snow 
Ben­

Ran, who led 
the searching 
party in 1894, is of the opinion that 
the bones just found are those of hie 
brother.
